Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant initiated interview to further enhance understanding of the 
claimed invention as using a "two level search system" involving two distinctly located and stored and executed 
functional elements. This was also discussed as being incorporated into the preamble of the claims for clarification to 
the claimed invention. The first of these, the "search service provider level search system" serving to organize, index, 
sort, categorize, and filter search results based on queries which narrow down information sets for providing 
personalized services at the service provider. Specific details of how this operation occurs, resident at the service 
provider, acting to filter localized search results in order to personalize service was suggested in order to more clearly 
define and distinguish the claimed invention over known prior art, such as Tripp. The other element, "in-site level 
search sub-system", physically local to the user web site, functions to gather and convey feedback about the site and 
allows construction of web page(s) using content specific metadata relating directly to the local web site. Details of this 
web site authoring tool and use of metadata to construct web pages for personalized search filtering was also 
suggested to overcome applicability of the applied prior art. It was also suggested that the section(s) of the 
specification being relied on for proper interpretation of the claimed invention using "means for" language in 
accordance with 35 USC 112, sixth paragraph, be fully discussed and detailed in any future response incorporating 
these proposed changes. Applicant was also notified that new issues (i.e., further search and consideration of the 
claimed subject matter) would exist for an after-final amendment of this scope.
